Dr.  Michael  Berenbaum 
Will  Deliver  The  Third  Annual 
Evalyn  Yudkoff  Memorial  Lecture 
Sunday,  November  13 

Is  peace  in  the  Middle  East  good  for  the  Jews? 
How  does  declining  anti-Semitism  impact  on 
Jewish  continuity?  What  will  Jewish  life  be  like 
in  the  United  States  in  the  21st  century? 

Dr.  Michael  Berenbaum,  one  of  the  most  original 
and  exciting  contemporary  Jewish  scholars  and 
social  thinkers,  will  discuss  these  and  other  criti¬ 
cal  questions  facing  the  Jewish  community  when 
he  delivers  the  third  annual  Evalyn  Yudkoff 
Memorial  Lecture  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  at 
11  A.M.  on  Sunday  morning,  November  13. 

An  outstanding  scholar,  teacher,  and  journalist, 
Dr.  Berenbaum  is  also  a  brilliant  and  insightful 
speaker.  The  author  of  nine  books,  scores  of 
scholarly  articles,  and  hundreds  of  journalistic 
pieces,  he  is  also  the  director  of  the  United  States 
Holocaust  Memorial  Museum  and  the  Hyman 
Goldman  adjunct  professor  of  theology  at 
Georgetown  University.  More  than  any  other 
individual,  he  is  credited  with  translating  the 
abstract  concept  of  an  American  memorial  to  the 
Holocaust  into  the  powerful  permanent  exhibi¬ 
tion  that  constitutes  the  essence  of  the  United 
States  Holocaust  Memorial  Museum  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

Among  Dr.  Berenbaum ’s  books  are:  The  World 
Must  Know:  A  History  of  the  Holocaust ;  After 
Tragedy  and  Triumph:  Modem  Jewish  Thought 
and  the  American  Experience ;  and  The  Vision  of 
the  Void:  Theological  Reflections  on  the  Work  of 
Elie  Wiesel. 

He  has  taught  at  Wesleyan  and  Yale  Universities 
among  other  institutions  of  higher  learning,  and 
he  is  a  three-time  winner  of  the  Simon  Rockower 
Memorial  Award  given  by  the  American  Jewish 
Press  Association.  He  also  was  a  former  teacher 
in  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  religious  school. 

For  example,  one  of  his  students,  the  late 
American  entertainer  Pearl  Bailey  wrote  of  him  in 
her  autobiography.  Between  You  and  Me:  “The 
wisdom  I  gained  from  Berenbaum ’s  class  is  price¬ 
less.  He  is  young,  aggressive,  tough  as  some  sages 
of  yore,  as  brilliant  as  a  diamond.  When  class 
ended,  you  felt  filled,  drained  and  filled  again."

From  the  Rabbi’s  Desk 

“I’m  off  to  pay  a  shiva  call.”  It  sounds  trite,  does¬ 
n’t  it?  Almost  as  if  someone  were  saying,  “I’m 
off  to  buy  a  candy  bar,”  or  “I’m  off  to  engage  in 
an  activity  that  requires  little  time,  little  energy, 
and  little  effort.” 

We  know  what  shiva  is.  Literally,  shiva  means 
seven,  and  it  refers  to  the  seven  days  of  mourning 
following  a  person’s  burial  when  relatives, 
friends,  and  acquaintances  come  to  the  house  of 
mourning  to  express  their  condolences. 

It  is  a  wonderful  idea,  indeed,  an  important  mitz¬ 
vah,  to  offer  comfort  and  support  to  a  family  (an 
individual)  who  has  just  experienced  a  major 
loss.  Shiva  is  the  time  to  share  with  the  family 
your  memories  of  the  person  who  died.  It  is  also 
the  time  to  listen  to  the  mourners  express  their 
feelings,  their  sorrow,  their  anger,  their  memo¬ 
ries,  and  their  silence. 

Unfortunately,  paying  a  shiva  call  is  not  all  that 
easy.  Even  though,  in  reality,  we  act  it  out,  we 
often  do  so  with  the  clear  intention  of  trying  to 
avoid  it.  How?  We  walk  into  the  house  of  shiva 
and  offer  our  well-meaning  words  of  comfort  to 
the  mourners.  We  say  things  like,  “I  hope  to  meet 
you  again  under  happier  circumstances,”  a  com¬ 
ment  that  denies  the  very  life  we  have  come  to 
celebrate  and  the  death  we  have  come  to  mourn. 
And  then  w'hat  do  we  do?  We  spy  out  the  room  in 
the  hopes  of  finding  an  open  seat  in  a  comer, 
preferably  next  to  someone  we  like.  Then  we 
strike  up  a  conversation.  Paying  a  shiva  call  is  the 
perfect  time  to  schedule  racquetball  get-togeth¬ 
ers,  breakfast  dates,  and  business  meetings.  It  is  a 
marvelous  time  to  comment  on  world  politics,  to 
talk  about  relationships,  or  just  to  gossip. 
Disturbing?  I  should  hope  so.  But  not  too  far 
from  the  truth. 

The  mitzvah  of  paying  a  shiva  call  is  a  process 
which  should  begin  even  before  we  enter  the 


shiva  house.  Some  questions  to  ask  ourselves:  To 
whose  home  am  I  going?  What  will  the  family  be 
feeling?  What  am  I  feeling?  What  did  the  person 
who  died  mean  to  me?  What  memories  do  I  want 
to  share? 

Hopefully,  asking  ourselves  these  questions  will 
remind  us  of  the  holiness  of  the  moment  and  of 
our  role  in  contributing  to  that  holiness.

Cantor  Jacob  Lefkowitz  has  produced  many  hun¬ 
dreds  of  compositions  based  on  Jewish  themes 
and  for  the  synagogue  liturgy,  some  of  which  are 
very  familiar  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  wor¬ 
shippers.  He  served  as  a  cantor  at  congregations 
in  Denver,  Pittsburgh,  and  Jacksonville,  retiring 
five  years  ago  to  continue  composing  and  writ¬ 
ing.  He  is  presently  immersed  in  preparing  three 
more  books  of  his  own  compositions  for  publica¬ 
tion,  to  follow  the  fust,  Shabbat  Shalom ,  which 
has  already  been  published.  The  concert  program 
will  feature  a  comprehensive  selection  of  the 
varying  styles  and  modes  of  Cantor  Jacob 
Lefkowitz’s  lifelong  work. 

Participating  artists  will  include  the  international¬ 
ly  recognized  cantors  Louis  Danto  of  Toronto 
and  David  Bagley  of  Montreal.

Dr.  Joseph  A.  Brodie  To  Teach 
Sherr  Institute  Course 
on  the  Founding  of 
the  Israelite  Monarchy 


Dr.  Joseph  A.  Brodie,  dean  of  students  at  The 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America, 
returns  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue’s  Sherr 
Institute  of  Adult  Jewish  Studies  this  Fall  to  teach 
a  course  on  the  “Foundation  of  the  Monarchy  in 
Israel.”

“The  Gift  of  Israel”  Pilot  Project 

As  mentioned  in  the  September,  1994  issue.  P-  '  ‘ • 
Avenue  Synagogue  is  participating  in  U1 
Federation’s  “Gift  of  Israel”  Pilot  Project.  It  is  a 
program  designed  to  encourage  making  an  edu¬ 
cational  Israel  experience  a  part  of  every  Jewish 
child’s  post  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  education.  The  pilot 
project  was  facilitated  by  the  CRB  Foundation. 

Recent  studies  show  that  an  educational  experi¬ 
ence  in  Israel  is  a  major  factor  in  strengthening 
Jewish  identity,  although  only  2%  of  North 
American  teens  have  actually  participated  in  the 
available  programs.  We  hope  that  through  the 
joint  efforts  of  our  synagogue  and  the  UJA- 
Federation  in  the  “Gift  of  Israel”  project  many 
more  youngsters  will  experience  Israel.  It  is  an 
attempt  to  strengthen  the  Jewish  identity  and 
commitment  of  the  next  generation  of  American 
Jews. 

Here  are  the  details  of  the  program.  Participation 
in  the  project  is  simple.  At  the  beginning  of  a 
child’s  preparation  for  his/her  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah, 
the  student’s  family  enrolls  their  child  in  the 
“Gift  of  Israel”  project  by  opening  an  account 
with  Bank  Leumi,  the  national  bank  of  Israel. 
The  family  can  then  either  request  that  their 
extended  family  and  friends  “earmark”  their  gifts 
for  the  “Gift  of  Israel”  account  or  put  their  own 
funds  or  a  portion  of  their  child’s  cash  gifts  into 
the  B’nai  Mitzvah’s  “Gift  of  Israel”  interest  bear¬ 
ing  account.  Whichever  way  a  family  choose 
approach  the  “Gift  of  Israel,”  the  message 
clear:  an  Israel  experience  will  be  an  important 
part  of  their  child’s  Jewish  life.  The  money  in  this 
account  belongs  to  the  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  family 
and  can  be  used  only  by  that  family.  In  addition, 
UJA-Federation,  on  behalf  of  the  entire  Jewish 
community,  will  give  a  gift  in  the  form  of  a  cer¬ 
tificate  worth  $250,  redeemable  at  the  time  of 
enrollment  in  an  Israel  program  of  the  family’s 
choice.  All  programs  must  have  an  approved 
educational  component. 

To  help  prepare  for  the  Israel  trip,  UJA- 
Federation  and  our  synagogue  will  keep  in  touch 
with  all  registered  families  through  mailings, 
regional  events,  and  newsletters.  We  also  hope 
that  all  the  B’nai  Mitzvah  students  will  continue 
with  their  regular  Hebrew'  School  studies. 

The  goal  of  the  “Gift  of  Israel”  project  is  to  invest 
in  the  future,  to  extend  families  commitments  to 
being  Jewish  beyond  the  day  of  the  Bar/Bat 
Mitzvah.  Together  we  can  make  the  “Gift  of 
Israel”  the  gift  of  choice  and  give  our  children  the 
gift  of  a  lifetime.
